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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Benton 
‘School District: 


In the present school year 28 Benton pupils have 
been enrolled in school, 15 at Benton Street, 5 at East 
Haverhill, and 3 at Glencliff. Roger Carr, a resident 
of Bath, is a tuition pupil at Benton Street. Pauline 
and Rosie Prue are transported to the East Haver- 
hill school at a cost of $6 per week. 

The district is still receiving some financial aid 
from the state equalization fund. To receive this aid 
the district must raise by taxation for elementary 
schools $5 for each $1,000 of the equalized valuation 
of the district. This year this required tax amounts to 
$1,247.48. Whatever legitimate expense for elemen- 
tary schools there may be above this sum the state as- 
sumes, including tuition and transportation. 

A good attendance record is usually the indication 
of a good school. From regular attendance at school a 
pupil acquires worth while habits such as prompt- 
ness and dependability. The person who is in his place 
on time has a big lead on his fellows wherever he may 
be placed. The per cent of attendance for the school 
year, 1926-27, was 95, a very satisfactory record for 
a country school. There were, however, too many tardy 
marks, 34 for the year. 

The yearly record shows that four days were lost 
because of holidays and institutes for teachers. Many 
districts are now arranging the terms so as to elimin- 
ate holidays and contracting for 180 days of actual 
school. This seems a fair proposition in which the dis- 
trict gets what it pays for and teacher and pupil give 
full service. Such a scheme certainly would be a much 
needed object lesson in public thrift. 

For the second year Miss Harriet Wilton has been 
in charge of the school. The results of her teaching 
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are good and the general school spirit is excellent. 
There is need in this locality of recognizing the nec- 
essity of high school training for boys and girls as a 
background for efficient modern citizenship. Benton 
boys and girls deserve the best opportunities.
